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AT CLAREMONT 
California Rules of Order 


1. The Conference session shall open each day at 8:30 a. m. 
and close at 11:45 a. m., the devotional services to be under the 
direction of the Bishop. 


2. The President shall take the chair at precisely the hour to 
which the Conference stood adjourned, and after devotions shall 
have the minutes of the previous session read and approved. 


3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject 
to appeal to the Conference; but in case of an appeal the 
question shall be taken without debate. Provided, that after 
the President shall have stated the reason for his decision, the ap- 
pellant may give the grounds of his appeal. 


4. The President shall appoint all committees not Cret gise 
ordered by the Conference. 


5. All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writing if 
the President, Secretary or any member requests it. 


6. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 


7. When a motion is made and stated by the Chair, a resolu- 
tion offered or a report read, it shall be deemed in possession of 
the Conference. 


8. No new motion or resolution shall be made until the one 
under consideration is disposed of, which may be done by adoption 
or rejection. unless one of the following should intervene, which 
motion shall have precedence in the following order, viz.: 


(1) The previous question. 

(2) Indefinite postponement. 

(3). To lay on the table. 

(4) To refer to a committee. 

(5) To postpone to a given time 
(6) To amend. 

(7) To substitute. 

(8) To recommit. 


9. Every speaker on any subject shall rise and address the 
President, and shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless he 
departs from the rules and decorum of the Conference. 


10. No member shall be permitted to. speak more than ten 
minutes at any one time, nor more than once on the same ques- 
tion, until all have spoken who desire, unless leave be granted by 
the Conference, which shall. be decided by vote without debate. 
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11. Any member shall have the right to state a question of 
privilege, raise a point of order and make an explanation when 
he considers his arguments have been misrepresented by another. 


12. When speaking, each member shall have due regard for 
the feelings of his brethren by avoiding irritating language and 
personal reflections. 


13. The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the 
call of one-third of the members present. 


14. When any measure shall have been adopted, it shall be 
in order for any ember who voted with the majority to move 
a reconsideration. 


15. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and shall 
be decided without debate, unless it shall be for adjournment to 
a fixed time. 


16. No member shall absent himself from the Conference 
without leave, unless he be sick or otherwise unable to attend. 


17. The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote, and 
no member outside the bar will be permitted to vote on any 
question, and all members inside the bar shall vote upon all 
questions, unless they are excused by the Conference. 


18. Visitors who address the Conference by permission shall 
not be permitted to speak more than ten minutes without unan- 
imous consent. 


19. All expressions of approval or disapproval during the 
progress of debate shall be deemed a breach of order. 


20. In case an executive session be ordered, only members 
in full connection shall be permitted to sit therein, except by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 


21. These rules of order shall not be altered or suspended 


except by a two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 
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General Rules 


1. The Presiding Bishop is respectfully requested not to 
transfer into our Conference more men than are transferred out; 
not to bring men to places within our bounds without careful 
and equitable adjustment for all; but this rule shall not be 
construed to the injury of our developing work or so as to em- 
barrass the authorities in providing for new work. 


2. All changes involving conference relations, as well as all 
candidates for admission on trial, readmission, admission upon 
credentials from other churches and for admission into full 
membership, shall be referred to a committee on Conference 
Relations; and no such change of relations shall be granted, nor 
any such candidate admitted, until such committee shall have 
made its report. 


3. Whenever the Conference is to consider the admission on 
trial or reception into full connection of any brother, it shall go 
into executive session, (when necessary) said session to convene 
Friday at 1:30 p. m. 


4. No candidate shall be admitted on trial into this Confer- 
ence who is over 40 years of age. 


5. All committees or societies to whom are committed mat- 
ters requiring anniversary or other public service shall provide 
the program for such service. 


6. Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule 
during the devotional exercises. 


7. The roll of our honored dead shall be called immediately 
after the regular roll call in the presence of the Conference 
standing. 


8. At the close of each Conference session the District 
Superintendents shall appoint a Committee on Memoirs, com- 
posed of one member from each district and one from the Con- 
ference at large, which shall be placed upon the list of stand- 
ing committees. Each District Superintendent shall report to 
his committee the death of any minister or wife, or children 
of any minister, which may occur in his District. The chairman 
of this committee shall note the death of any member of the 
Conference or the wife of any such member, and then confer 
with the members of the committee. The memorial service shall 
be held immediately after the roll call of our honored dead. It 
shall consist of usual devotional exercises and an address of twenty 
minutes in length by some member of the Conference named by 
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the committee in charge. The Committee on Memoirs shall have 
full control of the Conference memorial service. 


9. The General Educational Collection shall be applied to the 
Endowment Fund of Willamette University, unless otherwise or- 
dered by a vote of the Conference, and delivered to the Treasurer 
of the Board of Trustees. 


10. The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal of 
the proceedings, and when approved, the printed minutes shall 
be the official record of the Conference. He shall take charge 
of the journals and all Conference papers, keep them safe and 
have them forwarded to the place of Conference sessions, 


11. It shall be the duty of the Conference Treasurer to place 
in the hands of the Conference Claimants present, and to send to 
those absent, drafts for the amount due them from the funds of 
the Conference provided for that purpose, as shown by the 
report of the Conference Board of Stewards. 


12. No person shall be advanced in his studies in the Confer- 
ence course of study who is conditioned upon more than one 
study. 


13. The President shall provide for closing up the business 
of the final session of the Annual Conference that due and 
sufficient time shall be given for proper devotional services just 
preceding the reading of the appointments, that no unseemly haste 
or disorder at such time be manifest. 


14. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to publish these rules 
in the Conference Journal. 


15. These general and standing rules shall not be altered or 
suspended except by a two-thirds vote of the members present 
and voting.

1. Three examinations shall be held during the year, viz., on 
the second Tuesday of March, and of August, and on the Tuesday 
preceding the session of the Annual Conference.

2. No credit will be accepted by the Board from any school or 
college except those signed by the Registrar of the institution.

4. Each candidate shall certify to the Registrar that he has read 
all the “Books to be read.” 


5. Each candidate shall pay a fee of one dollar at the first 
examination of the year. 


6. Candidates with more than one condition will not be advanced 
from one class to the next, save by a three-fourths vote of the mem- 
bers present. 


7. The officers of the Board are Albert S. Hisey, Chairman; M. 
T. Wire, Registrar.

In obedience to the mandate of the General Conference the Board 
of Education is undertaking to give religious fostering care to stu- 
dents from: Methodist homes in state schools, and its success in such 
work is limited only by the meager sums of money which the Church 
places in its treasury. There are altogether too many blanks in the 
_ educational column of our Conference Journal. We therefore urge 
upon our pastors the importance of faithfully presenting to their 
churches the cause of Christian education ,and of setting apart 20 
per cent of the offering for education for the treasury of the Board, 
that it may not be hampered in its great work. 


Willamette University. 


With a popular and efficient president and a loyal and competent 
faculty, this historic school has had a good year. She has stood by 
the Nation in its efforts to help “make the world safe for democracy” 
by giving sixty-one fine young men from her student body. This 
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has made a heavy drain upon the school but the sacrifice was will- 
ingly made. We trust that the places of these brave soldier boys 
may be filled by other young men from the high schools of the 
patronizing territory. 


Girls’ Dormitory. 


We again call attention to the pressing need of a new building 
to serve as a girls’ dormitory, and hope that soon money may be 
in hand for the erection of such a building.

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL MISSIONARY. 


Dear Bishop and Brethren: 


The high ideal of the Board of Sunday Schools of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church has been “Efficiency.” In order to demonstrate 
in a practical manner, the field men were called to Chicago by the 
Board and a great Institute was held during the week beginning 
October 28th, on the Campus of Northwestern University, in Garret 
Hall of the Garret Biblical Institute. The memorable week at Evans- 
ton will be long remembered by the brethren who were privileged 
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to enjoy the feast of good things prepared and served by eminent 
men and specialists in their lines. A brief report of this Field 
Workers’ Conference was furnished by all of our Church papers at 
the time. 


I, as one of the participants, gladly testify to the fact that it was 
a complete success. I was greatly helped and fully impressed con- 
cerning the departmental activities of our Board and its efficient 
plans. Great credit is due to Dr. Edgar Blake, Corresponding Sec- 
retary, and our efficient Superintendent of the “Extension Department, 
Dr. M. J. Trenery. 


Returning from Chicago enthused and inspired, I have paid more 
than usual attention to the efficiency than to the extension work, 
and I have done some work that mere statistics would not bring out. 
Consequently the number of newly organized schools is not as large 
as that of previous years. To improve the condition of a weak 
school and to encourage her to a greater usefulness and efficiency 
is just as beneficial to the advancement of the kingdom as a new 
organization. Here are some bits of my fourth year’s doings: 


Organized fifteen schools with 459 members and resuscitated 
nine. Organized and forwarded to Chicago the applications of thirty- 
nine organized classes and three Teacher Training classes. Opened 
up one of our old Church buildings which was closed for the past 
fifteen years. (Our Local Preacher will bring good report.) Four- 
teen were converted in our meetings and many expressed a desire 
to lead a better life. The above number of converts all joined our 
various churches. I have baptized five during the year and admin- 


istered the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper six times. Taught many 


Sunday School classes in my visits to the various Churches and 
Schools ,visited 410 families and 153 different communities, and 
preached or addressed 28 times. I have held twenty-two meetings 
with the Sunday School workers, attended a number of Efficiency 
meetings; also County and State Sunday School Conventions, and 
taken part in their programs. I have assisted our pastors in raising 
their apportionments for the Board of Sunday Schools (and in many 
instances I forwarded the amount myself), and I sincerely hope that 
we have made a little advance in contributions to the Board. All of 
these have meant labor and travel and very careful bookkeeping has 
revealed the fact that, in covering my territory this year, I have 
travelled a number of miles equal to two-thirds the distance around 
the world, 372 miles on foot, 920 miles by stage and vehicle, and 
16,659 miles by rail, a total of 17,951 miles. 


Dr. M. J. Trenery, Superintendent of the Extension Department, 
spent five or six days in my territory the early part of July. I accom- 
panied him to Tillamook and Klamath Falls. From the sea level to 
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high level, from one extreme to the other, he looked with the eye of 
an expert over this territory, and as a seer saw the need of the 
field and at once suggested that we might spend a little more time 
with our weaker schools in order to secure higher efficiency and greater 
permanency, and organize schools in localities where the Gospel may 
brighten the prospects if it is only for a season. I surely expect 
to follow his plans for the coming year. 


I am glad to notice in many Sunday Schools of our Conference 
decided improvements where our pastors are interested in the Sunday 
School work, and are working hard at it. If the prayer and class 
meetings are the spiritual thermometers of the Church, the Sunday 
School is the compass and the wheel indicating which way the Church 
is going. 


Our Sunday School during the year responded very generously 
to the calls of the Army Y. M. C. A. and contributed very largely to 
the American Red Cross Fund. May we not expect that the Sunday 
Schools of our Conference this coming year will loyally support ali 
the suggestions of the Board of Sunday Schools and of the Confer- 
ence Board for efficiency, and put up a high aim of work for the 
conversion and addition to our Churches of at least two thousand 
persons from the Sunday Schools alone? 


Thanking very heartily all concerned for their generous assistance 
and co-operation and grateful acknowledging the favors of our

pledge our own support to the weekly Rest Day League, all Evangel- 


ical denominations, and all persons and agencies desiring a genuine 
keeping in the letter and in the spirit of the Fourth Commandment.

METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH 73 


REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD OF SUNDAY SCHOOLS 
SEPTEMBER 26, 1917. 


The Conference Journal of 1916 shows that there were 223 Sun- 
day Schools in the Conference, but perhaps not all off the Methodist 
Schools were reported, as there are some Schools that are not con- 
nected with any pastoral charge. While in the main the policy of the 
Board has been, and now is, to attach all new Schools, so far as is 
pastoral supervision of the schools where at all practicable, yet of 
necessity there will be some schools so remote from any pastoral 
charge as to make it impossible to have such pastoral supervision. 
For instance, on the Fort Rock charge in the Klamath District, there 
are three schools doing excellent work which will not get in the 
Minutes for the reason that the charge is supplied only through the 
short summer vacation period by a Willamette student. The Niel 
Creek School and two other schools near Selma, southwest of Grants 
Pass, also in the Klamath District, are others that will not appear in 
the Conference Journal. Several such schools also are found in the 
Eugene District, such as at Mable, Long Prairie and Scottsburg. 
There are no doubt many such isolated schools throughout the Con- 


ference. 


Our Sunday School Missionary has done much intensive work 
‘during the year, and has, therefore, not organized as many new 
schools as in former years. But the work of extension has not been 
neglected by any means. He has organized, from raw material, fif- 
teen new schools with an aggregate membership of 459, and, he has 
revived nine other schols. He has organized thirty-nine Adult Bible 
Classes and three Teacher-Training Classes; all of this is in the 
interest of greater efficiency in Sunday School work. This inde- 
fatiguable worker has delivered, during the year, 287 addresses, vis- 
ited 100 families and 147 communities. In his meetings have occurred 
many conversions and they have nearly all been received into the 
various churches. On one occasion he reopened the Rock Creek 
Church, nine miles northeast of Woodburn, in Salem District, or- 
ganizing three Church classes, each with a good, substantial con- 
stituency. This Church had been abandoned for fifteen years, and 
now it is a thriving Christian community. Brother Parounagian has 
been instant in season and out of season in the prosecution of Sunday 
School work throughout the Conference. He has traveled 17,276 miles 
during the year. The class of work this faithful servant of the Church 
is doing is very important, and plays no small part in the care of 
the unchurched multitudes, and in the development of our work. 
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There is yet much spiritual destitution in many localities of the Con- 
ference, and I most heartily recommend that Brother Parounagian 
be continued in this very important work. 


Out of every 100 children enrolled in our Sunday Schools seven- 
ty-five are ultimately lost to the Church. Out of the remaining 
twenty-five per cent we get at least eighty per cent of the accessions 
to our Church membership! It is therefore clearly seen that to stop 
this leakage is a vastly important task. No greater work is the 
Church doing than that which is done by the Sunday Schools. 


I should like to recommend that a campaign for still greater 
efficiency be inaugurated, under the direction of the Conference Board 
and our missionary, for the coming Conference year. I am sure 
that the General Board of Sunday Schools would be glad to furnish 
us Dr. Bovard or some other successful worker for such a campaign. 
We need more organized adult classes and more teacher-training 
classes. We need better trained teachers and better grade schools. 
Such a campaign would result in the good of Oregon Conference 
Methodism. 


As president of the Conference Board of Sunday Schools I have 
endeavored, by correspondence and otherwise, to promote the inter- 
ests of Sunday School work in the Conference by urging the stand- 
ardization of our schools, by using our own literature, than which 
there is none better published, and by stimulating effective Sunday 
School organization and equipment. The Board has sought to pro- 
mote Sunday School growth and organization, and has encouraged 
the use of wise plans for evangelistic efforts among our children and 
young people. We believe that the Sunday School furnished the 
ripest and most fruitful field for evangelism to be found anywhere. 
We steadfastly hold that all of the children of this world belong to 
God, and that it is the work of the Sunday School, in co-operation 
with their Christian parents to develope them Godward and to train 
them for future usefulness in the work of the Church. 


Through the co-operation of our faithful Missionary we have 
urged upon the churches the importance of raising the full amount 
of the apportionment for the Board of Sunday Schools, in order that 


this great agency shall not be hampered in the great Sn it is doing 
for lack of funds. 


We have also stood for the organization of all our schools into 
Missionary Societies and the conscientious setting apart of ten per 


cent of all missionary money collected in the Sunday Schools for the 
work of the Board of Sunday Schools.

TEMPERANCE. 


When we consider the present conditions of the temperance bat- 
tle our hearts are filled with jubilation, and with thanksgiving to 
God. since our meeting one year ago, several states have gone dry, 
our own state and several others have enacted bone-dry legislation, 


and the national government has prohibited the manufacture of dis- 
tilled liquor. 


We emphatically commend the results of our bone-dry law, and 
we commend our officials for their successful enforcement of the law. 


We rejoice in the laws, and their rigid enforcement in the vicinity 
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of army encampments, and we trust the government will be able to 
safeguard our soldier boys on foreign soil as well as they are caring 
for those at home. ; 


We feel that our own Temperance Society, the Anti-Saloon 
League, the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, not to mention 
the other reform organizations, are worthy of all praise for their 
successful fight against the drink evil. 


We regret that millions of bushels of needed grain are still used 
to make beer, and we hope President Wilson may feel that he has 
enough American patriots behind him to enable him to eliminate this 
waste. 


We are happy to report a decrease of forty per cent in the popu- 
lation of the penitentiary under one year of bone-dry prohibition from 
June, 1916, to June, 1917. Also, a twenty-five per cent decrease in 
committments to the insane asylum under the bone-dry law. 


And let it be known as a community, that we unsparingly con- 
demn the advertising efforts of the American Tobacco Company to 
persuade the people to buy cigarettes as a “military necessity,” and 
we believe that a generous public is insulted when asked to swell 
the profits of that grasping corporation under the pretense of a desire 
to aid the soldiers. 


Also, resolved, That the Oregon Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, representing a constituency of 70,000 in west- 
ern Oregon protest against the use of food products in the manu- 
facture of alccholic liquor as a beverage.

SANDFORD SNYDER. 


Sandford Snyder was born in Blenheim, Ontario, Canada, October 
17, 1851, and died at Coburg, Oregon, July 25, 1917. He was converted 
when a boy and at the age of seventeen was given a Local Preachers’ 
License. In 1872 he was admitted to membership in the Michigan 
Conference. He was transferred to the Kansas Conference serving 
for some time as Superintendent of the Indian Territory work. In 
1898 he was transferred to the Montana Conference, and from Mon- 
tana to the Oregon Conference in 1903. 


On January 1, 1872, he was united in marriage to Jane E. Kerr, 
whose quiet, cheerful, trustful devotion was the unfailing inspiration 
of his entire ministry. Sister Snyder is still with us comforted and 
tenderly cared for by their children; Fred W. Snyder, a member of 
this Conference, Mrs. Robert H. Allen of the Columbia River Con- 
ference, and Nettie Snyder who resides with her mother at Coburg. 


Brother Snyder was not in good health for a number of years. 
By frequent transfers he hoped to find a climate that would afford 
him permanent relief; in this he was disappointed; and in 1910 found 
it necessary to take a superannuated relation. It was not easy for a 
man of his temperament and love for the work to patiently retire 
from the active ministry. 7 


He was always glad of a place however limited where he could 
be of service to the Church. While knowing it was at great risk to 
himself, it was with real pleasure that he received the appointment 
to the Church at Coburg early in the Conference year. 


Sanford Snyder was a good man, a devoted husband and father, 
a true friend, a loyal Methodist, a strong preacher, and a faithful 
minister of Jesus Christ. 


The funeral services were held at Eugene, conducted by R. N. 
Avison, assisted by T. B. Ford, G. H. Parkinson, and C. T. Cook, and 
the body was brought to Salem and laid away in Mission Cemetery. 
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This in briefest outline is this life of sixty-six years. The record- 
g angel alone can fill in the details and rightly estimate the motives, 
ruggles, disappointments, and triumphs of the hidden life of this 
an. Brother Snyder did not answer the roll call this morning, but 
imagine when God called on that eventful July day, some one, prob- 
oly a glorified member of this Conference said, “Nothing against 
rother Snyder,” and a kind Father added, “Well done, good and 
iithful servant, enter into the joy of thy Lord;” and he entered 
)go no more out forever. I am not as sure of the geography of heav- 
1 as some people, but I am very confident that God has a good ap- 
xintment for such men and Jesus said it is, “My father’s house.”

NELSON CLARK. 


Rev. Nelson Clark was born October 28, 1830, in Decatur County, 
ndiana. In 1847 the family moved to Iowa and located on a farm 
12 Van Buren County. On the 5th day of April, 1853, Mr. Clark 
tarted across the plains, arriving in Harrisburg, Oregon, on the 
5th day of October. 


Having received license to preach before leaving Iowa he attended 
he second session of the Oregon Conference in March, 1854, which 
vas held in the Belknap Settlement, and was appointed by Bishop 
Simpson to a work in the Conference. It was here he became ac- 
uainted with Miss Jane Gilbert, to whom he was married in July, 
856. This was indeed a happy marriage. They walked side by 
ide for more than sixty years on the way that grows, brighter and 
righter unto the perfect day.” 


‘Brother Clark was a faithful and successful pastor for more than

thirty years in the Oregon Conference, filling many important 
charges and organizing the work in many places, prominent among 
which was the Church in Eugene City. He was one of the pioneers — 
who , with Wilbur and Waller and the Heinzes and Roberts and Doan ) 
and Booth and many others laid the foundation of the work of the : 
Master in this vast empire. They labored and we have entered — 
into their labors. These men and their companions belonged to that — 
heroic band of the ages of whom the world was not worthy, who 
wrought righteousness and subdued kingdoms and obtained a good — 
report. They now rest from their labors and their works follow them. —

On account of failing health he retired from active work in the — 
Conference in 1885, and soon after moved with his family to Spokane, |

In 1904 Brother Clark and family removed to Pacific Grove, 
Cal., and later to Oakland, and for the past ten years they have 
made their home in Berkeley. Here beside the golden gate our ven-— 
erable friend and brother closed his eyes in death December 31, 1916.

WILSON SUMNER HOLCOMB. 


Wilson Sumner Holcomb was born in Perry County, Ohio, Feb- — 
ruary 14, 1857, and died in Salem June 18, 1917. He was converted — 
when 13 years old. In his early manhood he taught school for a 
time and then entered the Ohio Wesleyan University. In 1886 at Med- — 
ical Lake, Wash., he was licensed to preach.

In 1905 he retired from the active ministry and moved 
to Brownsville, where he lived until 1914. Here he taught a large 
class of young ladies in the Sunday School, and occasionally filled the 
pulpit in the absence of the pastor. A stroke of paralysis brought 
an end to his active Christian service. 


On November 29, 1883, he was married to Miss Laura Van Brunt 
of Cheney, Washington. A son, Wilbur Simpson, two daughters, Mrs. 
Lena Godard and Mrs. Cora Walker, and his loving helpmate and 
companion of so many years are left to mourn his passing. He was 
a man of distinctive loyalty and fidelity to his Church and to his God, 
earnest and fervent in spirit, an appreciative friend, and in the home 
a man of tender sympathies, a counsellor and guide.

ROBERT BOOTH. 


Robert Booth was born in Lancashire, England, August 4, 1820, 
and died at Eugene, Oregon, July 11, 1917; being 96 years, 11 months 
and 7 days old. 


In 1830 he came to America with his parents. They settled first 
in New York State, later going South and then West. When still 
young in years, the burden of a man’s responsibility fell upon Robert’s 
shoulders. His father died when he was eighteen. 


Late in the year 1848, while attending a Methodist Quarterly 
meeting, he became greatly exercised for his spiritual welfare. Kneel- 
ing at the mourner’s bench on New Year’s eve he experienced a clear 
and definite conversion as the New YYear was ushered in. He enthus- 
jastically testified to his new-found peace and joy and was soon li- 
censed as an exhorter. 


On August 24, 1845, he was united in marriage to Mary Minor. 


Five years later he journeyed West to California but returned the 
following year by way of Central America. In 1852 he set our, with 
his wife and four children to cross the plains. Sickness and priva- 
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tion beset them, but they finally reached Oregon and settled on a 


homestead in Yamhill County. 


During the years subsequent to his conversion he had at intervals 
fought off the call to preach; but on the plains promised his wife that 
he would definitely take up the ministry after reaching his destina- 
tion, if he should be spared. He joined the Oregon Conference in 
1855; serving with marked acceptability many charges in both Eastern 
and Western Oregon. He was a co-worker with such men as Gustavus 
and Harvey Hines, Spaulding, Roberts, Flinn, Doane and Waller. With 
them and others he faced flood and storm by night and by day; in 
weariness and loneliness oft, in perils and discouragements without 
number; pressing bravely on to accomplish the Divinely appointed 
task. He built better than he knew, helping to lay broad and deep 
the foundations of Northwest Methodism. His active ministry closed 
at Grants Pass in 1895. He outlived all his contemporaries. One by 
one they passed away, but he continued on rugged as the hillside oak 
battling with vicissitudes of time and circumstance. His head whit- 
ened and his shoulders bent, yet so.sound and perfect was the temple 
of flesh, so balanced and so keen the intellect, so strong and disciplined 
the will that he laughed defiance to the “fierce spirit of the glass and 
scythe.” His has been a familiar figure on our Conference floor. 
Advanced in years, yet not abating one whit his interest in men and 
affairs. We shall sorely miss him. 


Mary Minor Booth, the wife and companion of his youth, died 
in 1900. In 1902 he married Mary Bushong, widow of the late J. W.

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RESOLUTIONS OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES CONCERNING 
THE DEATH OF T. S. McDANIEL AND OF 
HON. ABEL E. EATON. 


In the death of T. S. McDaniel and of Hon. Abel E. Eaton, dur- 
ing the past year, the State of Oregon has lost two of its most 
estimable citizens—the Methodist Episcopal Church two of its most 
worthy servants, and Willamette University two of its greatest bene- 
factors. These two splendid characters ended their earthly activities 
at dates strikingly close together. The gifted McDaniel was trans- 
lated January 3rd, 1917, and only twelve days later, January 15th, 
1917, Hon. Abel E. Eaton, the sturdy pioneer, ceased his labors. 


Both of these men, while of wholly different types, were truly 
“Great Hearts.” Both were deeply religious—each in his own indi- 
vidual way. 


Brother McDaniel was a natural leader of men. He was an ardent 
lover of humanity. His loyalty to the Master was most unstinting, 
while to the Church of his choice he gave the last full measure of his 
devotion. It was in the fostering atmosphere of a Methodist parson- 
age that he was born, and it was there that he received the early 
training which so admirakly fitted him for a life of exceptional use- 
fulness. It would be impossible to overestimate the value of the 
service rendered Willamette University by Brother McDaniel. He 
labored incessantly as a member of the Board of Trustees, and for 
some time served as President of the Board with conspicuous success. 
His gifts of mind and heart were constantly brought in requisition 
for the University which he loved with an abiding affection. In T. 
S. McDaniel was found a blending of the qualities of the mystic, the 
man of exquisite sensibility, and at the same time the sagacious man 
of practical affairs. We shall not see his like again for many a year, 
and where this tall cedar of Lebanon once stood “there is now a lone- 
some place against the sky.” 


The Hon. Abel E. Eaton was a fine type of man, who by indom- 
itable will, tireless energy, excellent business judgment and superior 
character, rises from obscurity into a position of wealth and influence. 
So far as his relation to higher education is concerned, Mr. Eaton’s 
gift to Willamette University—making possible the splendid building 
now on the campus, named in his honor—will entitle him to a place 
high on the roll of the benefactors of higher education in the Pacific 
Northwest. That gift, and later gifts, reveal him a man of both 
vision and generosity. 


As members of the Board of Trustees of Willamette University, 
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we mourn deeply the loss of these two noble Christian gentlemen 
T. S. McDaniel and A. E. Eaton, and in partial recognition of thei 
services, therefore be it, 


Resolved, by the Trustees of Willamette University at thei 
annual meeting in June, 1917, in the city of Salem, Oregon, that we 
hereby record our appreciation of the worth and services of these 
distinguished brothers, and further, be it 


Resolved; that a copy of these resolutions be sent to the imme- 
diate family of each of our deceased brothers, and that this action 
be spread upon the minutes of this Board.

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Rules of Order 


1. The Conference session shall open each day at 8:30 a. m. 
and close at 11:45 a. m., the devotional services to be under the 
direction of the Bishop. 


2. The President shall take the chair at precisely the hour to 
which the Conference stood adjourned, and after devotions shall 
have the minutes of the previous session read and approved. 


3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject 
to appeal to the Conference; but in case of an appeal the question 
shall be taken without debate. Provided, that after the President 
shall have stated the reason for his decision, the appellant may give 
the grounds of his appeal. 


4. The President shall appoint all committees not otherwise 
ordered by the Conference. 


5. All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writing if 
the President, Secretary or any member requests it. 


6. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 


7. When a motion is made and stated by the Chair, a resolution 
offered or a report read, it shall be deemed in possession of the 
Conference. 


8. No new motion cr resolution shall be made until the one 
under consideration is disposed of, which may be done by adoption 
or rejection, unless one of the following should intervene, which 
motion shall have precedence in the following order, viz.: 


(1) The previous question. 

(2) Indefinite postponeinent. 

(8) To lay on the table. 

(4) To refer to a committee. 
(5) To postpone to a given time. 
(6) To amend. 

(7) To substitute. 

(8) To recommit. 


9. Every speaker on any subject shall rise and address the Presi- 
dent, and shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless he departs 
from the rules and decorum of the Conference. 


10. No member shall be permitted to speak more than ten min- 
utes at any one time, nor more than once on the same question, 
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until all have spoken who desire, unless leave be granted by the 
Conference, which shall be decided by vote without debate. 


11. Any member shall have the right to state a question of 
privilege, raise a point of order and make an explanation when he 
considers his arguments have been misrepresented by another. 


12. When speaking, each member shall have due regard for the 
feelings of his brethren by avoiding irritating language and personal 
reflections. 


18. The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the call 
of one-third of the members present. 


14. When any measure shall have been adopted, it shall be in 
order for any member who voted with the majority to move a 
reconsideration. 


15. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and shall be 
decided without debate, unless it shall be for adjournment to a 
fixed time. 


16. No member shall absent himself from the Conference without 
leave, unless he be sick or otherwise unable to attend. 


17. The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote, and no 
member outside the bar will be permitted to vote on any question, 
and all members inside the bar shall vote upon all questions, unless 
they are excused by the Conference. 


18. Visitors who address the Conference by permission shall not 


be permitted to speak more than ten minutes without unanimous 
consent. 


19. All expressions of approval or disapproval during the progress 
of debate shall be deemed a breach of order. 


20. In case an executive session be ordered, only members in full 
connection shall be permitted to sit therein, except by a two-thirds 
vote of the members present and voting. 


Palle These rules of order shall not be altered or suspended except 
by a two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 
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General Rules 


1. The Presiding Bishop is respectfully requested not to transfer 
into our Conference more men than are transferred out; not to 
bring men to places within our bounds without careful and equitable 
adjustment for all; but this rule shall not be construed to the 
injury of our developing work or so as to embarrass the authorities 
in providing for new work. 


2. All changes involving conference relations, as well as all can- 
didates for admission on trial, readmission, admission upon creden- 
tials from other churches and for admission into full membership, 
shall be referred to a committee on Conference Relations; and no 
such change of relations shall be granted, nor any such candidate 
admitted, until such committee shall have made its report. 


8. Whenever the Conference is to consider the admission on 
trial or reception into full connection of any brother, it shall go 
into executive session, (when necessary) said session to convene 
Friday at 1:30 p. m. : 


4. No candidate shall be admitted on trial into this Conference 
who is over 40 years of age. 


5. All committees or societies to whom are committed matters 
requiring anniversary or other public service shall provide the 
program for such service. 


6. Membes are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule during 
the devotional exercises. 


7. The roll of our honored dead shall be called immediately after 
the regular roll call in the presence of the Conference standing. 


8g. At the close of each Conference session the District Superin- 
tendents shall appoint a Committee on Memoirs, composed of one 
member from each district and one from the Conference at large, 
which shall be placed upon the list of standing committees. Each 
District Superintendent shall report to his committee the death of 
any minister or wife, or children of any minister, which may occur 
in his District. The chairman of this committee shall note the 
death of any member of the Conference or the wife of any such 
member, and then confer with the members of the committee. The 
memorial service shall be held immediately after the roll call of 
our honored dead. It shall consist of usual devotional exercises and 
an address of twenty minutes in length by some member of the 
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Conference named by the committee in charge. The Committee on 
Memoirs shall have full control of the Conference memorial service. 


9. The General Educational Collection shall be applied to the 
Endowment Fund of Willamette University, unless otherwise ordered 
by a vote of the Conference, and delivered to the Treasurer of the 
Board of Trustees. 


10. The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal of the 
proceedings, and when approved, the printed minutes shall be the 
official record of the Conference. He shall take charge of the 
journals and all Conference papers, keep them safe and have them 
forwarded to the place of Conference sessions. 


11. It shall be the duty of the Conference Treasurer to place 
in the hands of the Conference Claimants present, and to send to 
those absent, drafts for the amount due them from the funds of the 
Conference provided for that purpose, as shown by the report of the 
Conference Board of Stewards. 


12. No person shall be advanced in his studies in the Conference 
course of study who is conditioned upon more than one study. 


13. The President shall provide for closing up the business of 
the final session of the Annual Conference that due and sufficient 
time shall be given for proper devotional services just preceding 
the reading of the appointments, that no unseemly haste or disorder 
at such time be manifest. 


14. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to publish these rules 
in the Conference Journal. 


15. These general and standing rules shall not be altered or sus- 


pended except by a two-thirds vote of the members present and 
voting.

FIRST DAY 


MORNING SESSION. 


Wednesday, Sept. 25, 1918. 

Opening.—The Oregon Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church opened its Sixty-sixth session in the First Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, Portland, Oregon, September 25th, 1918, at 
9 A. M., Bishop William Orville Shepard, D. D., LL. D., presiding. 

Hymns 560, 825, and 338 were sung. Bishop Shepard spoke 
briefly on the significance of the Lord’s Supper. L. F. Belknap read 
the 58rd chapter of Isaiah, Chas. A. Edwards led in prayer, W. S. 
Gordon read a part of the 6th chapter of John and J. T. Abbett 
led in prayer, after which the Bishop, assisted by the District Su- 
perintendents and Joshua Stansfield, pastor of First Church, admin- 
istered the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper.

Board Representative—On motion of D. H. Leech, J. T. Abbett 
was elected Representative of the Trustees of the Conference Claim- 
ants Permanent Fund to receive all moneys paid in to the above- 
named committee. 


Resolution.—On motion of F. B. Short, the following resolution 
was adopted: 

Resolved, That this Conference hears with deepest concern of 
the serious illness of the son of Bishop and Mrs. W. O. Shepard, 
and that we instruct the Secretary to convey to them an expression 
of our sincere sympathy with them in their anxiety for his recovery. 

Memorial Service.—The Secretary called the roll of our honored 
dead, and the memorial service was conducted by the committee on 
memoirs, A. R. Maclean presiding. Hymn 604 was sung. R. N. 
Avison led in prayer, C. T. Wilson delivered the memorial address. 
The Kimball Chorus sang, “My Faith Looks Up to Thee.” Ap- 
preciations of the character and service of the deceased were read 
as follows: N. S. Buckner, by J. T. Abbett; W. R. F. Brown, by 
F, M. Jasper and C. L. Hamilton; Alfred Brittain, by J. C. Spencer; 
David Wolfe, by D .A. Watters; and Mrs. Annie M. Hill Skidmore, 
by A. A. Heist. The Kimball Chorus sang, “Crossing the Bar,” and 
Bishop Shepard closed the service with a brief address. 

Telegram to the President—On motion of C .E. Cline, it was 
ordered that the following resolution, signed by the President and 
Secretary of the Conference, should be forwarded to President 
Wilson: 

“The Oregon Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church just 
convened in Portland, where forty thousand men are building war 
ships, and the drive is on for twenty million Liberty Bonds, sees 
nothing to be gained but much to be jeopardized at the present 
time by the discussion of abstract principles for peace. 

“It is our plain conviction that when the German Imperial 
Government will say without equivocation or qualification on behalf 
of itself and its satraps, ‘We will get out of Belgium, we will get 
out of France, including Alsace and Lorraine, and we will get out of 
Serbia, out of Roumania, out of Russia, and out of Italy, and 
Armenia, and make ample restitution for substance and property 
everywhere devastated,’ then discussion of terms of peace will be in 
order. Until then we firmly believe we should not bandy phrases 
nor chop logic with diplomatic tricksters who inaugurated war for 
murder and loot, but fight after the manner of the last few weeks 
and keep on fighting as the only safe road to peace.” 

Introduction.—Joseph B. Hingeley, Secretary of the Board of 
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Conference Claimants, was introduced and addressed the Conference, 
and presented a draft from the Board for two hundred dollars. 

Resolution.—On motion of C. T. Wilson, the following resolu- 
tion was adopted: 

Resolved, That we have heard with delight, the story of the 
forward movement throughout the Church, to make adequate pro- 
vision for the support of the Conference Claimants. We welcome 
the helpful and inspiring visit of Joseph B. Hingeley, and we re- 
quest our Conference Claimants’ Endowment Commission, after 
consultation with Dr. Hingeley, to present to us a plan for a similar 
movement in the Oregon Conference. 

Report.—S. A. Danford reported for the Commission on Pooling 
Traveling Expenses that the commission was prepared to carry out 
the action taken by the Conference last year.

Excused.—On motion of C. O. McCulloch, the Treasurer and his 
staff were excused from attendance upon the sessions of the Con- 
ference. 

Excused.—On motion of T. B. Ford, B. A. Bristol was excused 
from further attendance on the sessions of the Conference, and 
like action was taken in the case of M. B. Parounagian, on motion of 
R. N. Avison. 

Referred.—On motion of T. B. Ford, the case of W. P. Drew 
was referred to the Board of Conference Relations, and that of 
Oren Wall to the same board, with a view to a change of rela- 
tions. On motion of W. W. Youngson, similar action was taken in 
the case of Phillipp Deschner, and on motion of H. J. Van Fossen, 
the cases of G. J. Wentzel, J. H. Westervelt, and W. J. Weber 
were likewise referred. 

Board of Conference Stewards.—On motion of D. H. Leech, D. 
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L. Fields was elected to fill the unexpired term of A. A. Heist, and 
M. T. Wire the unexpired term of J. C. Spencer, on the Board of 
Stewards. Joseph Knotts, S. A. Danford and M. B. Parounagian 
were reelected members of the board, terms to expire 1921. 

Greetings.—On motion of W. W. Youngson, the Conference 
joined the Cabinet in sending greetings to. our resident Bishop M. S. 
Hughes. 

Introductions.—Carl Gregg Doney, President of Willamette 
University, was introduced and addressed the Conference. 

Question 14.—“Was the character of each preacher examined?” 

The District Superintendents of the Eugene, Klamath, Portland 
and Salem Districts were called, their characters passed, and they 
read their reports. 

Reports.—On motion of T. B. Ford, it was ordered that pastors 
include in their reports the number of conversions and accessions 
to the church, and a statement as to whether the disciplinary re- 
quirements regarding the prorating of ministerial support, and the 
presentation of the benevolences had been carried out. 

Question 14 Resumed.—‘Was the character of each preacher 
examined ?” 

The list of effective elders, and those in charge was called by 
districts and their characters passed. Those present reported. 


Special Cases.—On motion of their respective District Superin- 
tendents, H. M. Doxsee and C. B. Harrison were left without appoint- 
ment to attend school. The request of D. W. Moore that he be 
permitted to locate was referred to the Board of Conference Rela- 
tions. J. J. Mickey and A. B. Calder were granted leave of absence 
for one year. The case of A. S. Mulligan was referred to the 
Board of Conference Relations, with a view to his being made 
effective, and the case of S. H. Dewart to the same board with a 
view to granting his request for a retired relation.

THIRD DAY 


MORNING SESSION. 


Friday, September 27, 1918. 

Conference opened at 8:30 A. M., with a devotional service. 
Hymns No. 551 and 463 were sung, after which W. W. Youngson 
announced the death of Bishop Shepard’s son, and called upon 
Walton Skipworth to lead in prayer. 

At 9 o’clock, the Bishop took the chair. 

-Minutes. The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and 
approved. 

Question 14 Resumed. “Was the character of each preacher 
examined?” The names of those on detached service were called, 
and their characters passed. 

Referred. On motion of W. W. Youngson, the case of G. L. 
Tufts was referred to the Committee on Conference Relations, with 
a view to his being placed on the supernumerary list. 

Election. On motion of W. W. Youngson, John J. Parsons was 
elected Secretary of the Oregon Conference Historical Society. 

Leave of Absence.—_-On motion of W. W. Youngson, L. F. Smith 
was granted leave of absence for one year. 

Transferred.—The Bishop announced the transfer of Phillipp 
Deschner to the Gulf Conference. 

Question 24.—“Who are the retired ministers?” The list of the 
retired ministers was called and their characters passed. The fol- 
lowing were present and addressed the Conference: T. L. Jones, 
W. T. Kerr, S. E. Meminger, James T. Moore, W. H. Myers, G. F. 
Rounds, D. T. Summerville, D. A. Watters, and M. C. Wire. 

Report.—Hiram Gould reported for the Committee on Conference 
Relations, recommending, that the request of S. H. Dewart for the 
retired relation be granted. On motion of W. W. Youngson, the 
report was accepted. A like recommendation was made in the case 
of Oren Wall, and on motion of T. B. Ford, the report was accepted. 

Question 23.—“Who are the supernumerary preachers?” The 
name of C. H. Lawrence was called, and on motion of A. F. Lacy, the 
recommendation of the Committee on Conference Relations, that 
a special committee be raised to consider his case, in accordance 
with the provisions of Paragraph 263, of the Discipline, was ac- 
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cepted. On motion of T. B. Ford, the following were elected as this 
special committee: Hiram Gould, W. S. Gordon, R. E. Smith, A. R. 
Maclean, J. S. Green. On recommendation of the Committee on 
Conference Relations, and on motion of their respective District 
Superintendents, A. S. Mulligan was changed from supernumerary to 
effective; H. I. Rutledge was continued in the supernumerary rela- 
tion for the sixth year; W. J. Weber was likewise continued, and 
the cases of W. P. Drew, G. J. Wentzell and H. J. Westervelt were 
referred ot the special committee raised in the case of C. H. 
Lawrence. 

Excused.—At the request of Hiram Gould, the Committee on Con- 
ference Relations was permitted to retire. 

Question 3.—“Who have been readmitted?” On recommendation 
of the Committee on Conference Relations, and on motion of H. J. 
Van Fossen, Clarence G. Morris, who had been located at his own 
request, in Puget Sound Conference, in 1903, was readmitted. 

Question 17.—“Who have been located at their own request?” 
On recommendation of the Committee on Conference Relations, and 
on motion of James Moore, the request of Daniel Webster Moore was 
granted. 

Question 19.—“Who have withdrawn?” On motion of T. B. Ford, 
Chesley E. Curtis was allowed to withdraw from the ministry and 
membership of the Methodist Episcopal Church. His District Super- 
intendent was requested to secure the return of his parchments. 

Question 11.—“What members have completed the Conference 
Course of Study?” S. W. Hall, S. D. Johnson, E. T. Luther, and 
William Nicholl, being favorably represented by the Registrar, on 
motion of their respective District Superintendents, were graduated 
from the course of study, and elected to elders orders. 

Question 9.—“What members are in studies of the third year?” 

(a) Admitted into full membership this year: On recommenda- 
tion of the Committee on Conference Relations, and on motion of 
James, Moore, J. Stanley Van Winkle was advanced ot studies of 
the third year, and recommended for admission into full membership. 

(b) Admitted to full membership previously: On motion of T. 
B. Ford, C. B. Harrison was continued in studies of the third year, 
and left without appointment to attend school. 

Question 6.—‘“Who have been continued on trial?” 

(a) In studies of the first year:, Alfred Bates, E. B. Cotton, 
Alexander Hawthorne, C. M. Keefer, and G. A. Spiess, were, on 
motion of their respective District Superintendents, continued on 
trial in studies of the first year. 

(b) In studies of the second year: John D. Woodfin, being 
favorably represented by the registrar, and on motion of T. B. 


Ford, was continued on trial, and advanced to studies of the second 
year. 
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Question 5.—“Who have been received on trial?” Erwin G. Ran- 
ton, Robert M. Gatke, being recommended by their respective Quar- 
terly Conferences, favorably represented by the Registrar and Com- 
mittee on Conference Relations, were, on motion of their respective 
District Superintendents, received on trial and placed in studies of 
the first year. 

Continued Effective-—The Committee on Conference Relations 
recommended that G. L. Tufts be continued in the effective relation, 
and on motion of Joshua Stansfield, it was so ordered. 

Excused.—On motion of James Moore, J. D. Cain was excused 
from further attendance on the sessions of the Conference. 

Leave of Absence.—On motion of W. W. Youngson, G. L. Tufts 
and R. C. Blackwell were each given a year’s leave of absence. 

Question 1.—Is this Annual Conference incorporated according 
to the requirement of the Discipline? Yes. 

Resolution.—Joseph Knotts, for the Board of Conference Stew- 
ards, presented the following resolution, which on his motion was 
adopted. 

Be it resolved: That all moneys coming into the hands of the 
Conference Treasurer for distribution by the Conference Board of 
Stewards be turned over immediately to the Teasurer of the Board 
of Stewards. 

Be it further resolved: That beginning with the Annual Con- 
ference of 1919, the beneficiaries of said fund be paid quarterly 
instead of annually as heretofore. 

Question 36.—‘Where shall the next Conference session be held?” 
Invitations having been received through their respective pastors, 
from First Church, Portland, Sunnyside, Portland, and First Church, 
Salem, a rising vote, showed a majority in favor of First Chuch, 
Salem, and, on motion of Joshua Stansfield, acceptance was made 
unanimous. 

Memorial on Conference Course of Study.—The following memo- 
rial was introduced by C. T. Wilson, and on his motion was adopted: 

“Whereas, our Board of Bishops has for one hundred and thirty- 
two years maintained a doctrinal unity in American Methodism by 
means of certain courses of study and a series of examinations at 
annual, district and quarterly conferences, thus preparing our 
ministers, local preachers, class leaders, exhorters and deaconesses 
to know and teach our doctrines, and 

“Whereas, Our Bishops administered this trust satisfactorily to 
the Church for four generations, and still have responsibilities for 
the entire denomination; they have the widest observation as to our 
needs; they are the selected men from every part of the Church, 
with educational equipment and records of success that qualify them 
to pass upon just such matters as doctrinal standards and proper 
text books for ministerial study.

“Whereas, The experiment adopted by the last General Con- 
ference of taking the direction of the Course of Study out of the 
hands of the Bishops and appointing a special Commission has 
resulted in the formulation of a library of 60 volumes, with no 
history of American Methodism, no book of guidance in the admin- 
istration of the Discipline, no adequate setting forth of the doc- 
trinal standards of Methodism; no book ‘on the interpretation of the 
scriptures, no volumes indoctrinating our ministers on the contro- 
verted topics of the day, such as Adventism, Seventh Day conten- 
tions, Christian Science, and other claims; a course which over- 
emphasizes sociology by prescribing eight volumes, and pedagogy 
with five, so one-sided in its leanings toward German rationalism 
and destructive criticism, that it has no room for a work on the 
doctrinal standards of Methodism, for the sermons of John Wesley, 
for any volumes by Miley, Terry, Curtis, for Camden M. Coburn’s 
matchless, ‘Archeology of the New Testament,’ and no word from 
any of the world’s conservative scholars, such as James Orr, James 
Stalker, Cannon Farrar, James Denney, Principal Garvie, Marcus 
Dodds, A. B. Bruce or Wm. Henry Green, Henry M. Harmon, Wm. 
A. Warren, or Robert W. Rogers on this side cf the water. 

“Whereas, The radicalisms of this departure has neither given 
us a better course nor promoted the harmony of the Church, 

Therefore, resolved, This Conference memorialize the General 
Conference of 1920 to re-commit the whole matter of selecting the 
course of study for preachers, local preachers, class leaders, deacon- 
esses to our Board of Bishops who have made our Course of Study, 
the greatest School of the Prophets the world ever saw, and we 
suggest that our Episcopal Board shall select five or seven of their 
own number as a commission, one of whom shall be the Dean of 
our Church Courses of Study, and shall exercise a complete super- 
vision over the instructions and examinations. 

“Resolved, That this memorial be sent to our Board of Bishops 
and to the Secretaries of the remaining Fall Conferences.” 

Indian Work.—Walton Skipworth presented the following resolu- 
tion which on his motion, was adopted: 

Whereas, paganism, in the history of the world, has nothing to 
show for the moral advancement of mankind; and 

Whereas, without moral enlightenment no nation has yet been 
able to attain and maintain a position of commanding strength and 
influence; and 

Whereas, the teaching and example of Him who said: “I am 
the light of the world,” have given to men their clearest and strong- 
est light and therefore wrought for their highest good and greatest 
achievements; and 

Whereas, the United States as a nation and government in 
recognition of the Christian religion is founded upon the principles 
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of justice, mercy and love to all men and that the greatness of this 
Republic is recognized today by the nations of the earth because 
of its adherence to these principles; and 

Whereas, the flag of the United States is pledged to the protec- 
tion and welfare of all under its colors and folds; 

Therefore, be it resolved, That we of the Oregon Conference, of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, now in session, have learned with 
pain and fellings of righteous resentment, of moral conditions which 
prevail among the Indians of the Klamath Reservation, as brought 
to our attention in the official report of the Rev. H. J. Van Fossen; 
and further, that we are amazed that said conditions of im- 
morality and heathenism come within the direct notice of govern- 
ment officials having authority on said Indian Reservation, that 
these officials, if they do not positively foster and promote the 
immoral state of affairs, concur, wink at and pass them by without 
attempt to better the Indians’ moral condition; and 

Be is further resolved, That we hereby register our protest 
against the pagan practices, immorality and laxness of law inforce- 
ment in cases of crime, as stated in Dr. Van Fossen’s report, and 
call upon the department at Washington to take speedy measures 
to right these wrongs. 

Laymen.—The chair appointed A. R. Maclean to convey the 
greetings of the Conference to the Laymen’s Association and to 
invite that body to meet with us in joint session. 

Addition to Committee—On motion of J. T. Abbett, Walton 
Skipworth was added to the Committee on Education. 

Question 25.—“What are the triers of appeals?” On motion of 
T. B. Ford, the following were elected: R. E. Smith, R. N. Avison, 
Walton Skipworth, S. A. Danford; reserves, Joseph Knotts, J. S. 
Greene. 

Anniversary.—Joshua Stansfield offered the following resolu- 
tion, in recognition of the eightieth birthday of A. N. Fisher: 

“Today being the eightieth birthday anniversary of Brother A. 
N. Fisher, one of the most beloved members of our body, we would, 
as a Conference, express our gratitude to God for his long and 
valued service in the Church of Jesus Christ, for his superbly Chris- 
tian spirit and manner of life, and rejoice with him and his dear 
ones in the golden evening of a noble, full, Christian life and service.” 

The Bishop invited Dr. Fisher to the platform, and F. B. Short, 
in a few well chosen words, paid tribute to his life and character, 
after which R. H. Hughes, editor of the Pacific Christian Advocate, 
presented a boquet of roses to his distinguished predecessor. 

Historical Society—John Parsons made a partial report of the 
work of the Historical Society, and requested that the name be 
known as, “The Oregon Methodist Historical Society.” He nominated 
as members, C. E. Cline, E. S. Hammond, M. C. Wire, L. F. Belk- 
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nap, C. B. Moores, Walton Skipworth, John Parsons and J. K. Gill. 

Introduction.—J. W. Day, President of the Laymen’s Association, 
being introduced, brought the greetings of the Association, after 
which he introduced A. F. Flegel, who addressed the Conference 
on the subject of the “Conference Claimants’ Permanent Fund.” 

Response.—On motion of T. B. Ford, the Bishop replied to the 
greetings from the Laymen’s Association. 

Introductions.—C. A. Bowen, Executive Secretary of the Centen- 
ary Commission for the Portland Area, was introduced, and asked 
for the appointment of a committee of four, one from each 
district to prepare resolutions, and nominate the members of the 
Conference Council, according to the general plan of the Commis- 
sion. On motion of T. B. Ford, D. H. Leech, J. C. Spencer, A. R. 
Maclean, and R. N. Avison were appointed. 

A. L. Howarth, Associate Executive Secretary of the Centenary 
Commission for the Portland Area, was introduced. 

Adjournment.—On motion of T .B. Ford, it was ordered that 
when we adjourn, we adjourn to meet at 2 P. M. 

Confirmation.—On motion of W. W. Youngson, the judgment 
of the informal council of yesterday afternoon that Bishop Shepard 
should leave at the earliest possible moment to attend the funeral 
of his son was confirmed. 

Introductions.—The following were introduced to the Conference: 
M. Nelson, District Superintendent of the Norwegian-Danish Con- 
ference; W. H. H. Forsythe, J. W. Rigby and B. J. Hoadly, of the 
Columbia River Conference; Geo. B. Dean, Department of Evangel- 
ism, Board of Home Missionary and Church Extension; Major R. R. 
Hamilton, U. S. Army Medical Corps, and C. D. Rarey, of Puget 
Sound Conference. 

Report.—R. E. Smith presented the report of the Conference 
Deaconess Board of Nine. On his motion the report was adopted 
and officers therein nominated were declared elected. 

Introduction.—Miss Nellie Curtiss, Superintendent of the Deacon- 
ness Home, was introduced. 

Historical Society—On motion of R. N. Avison, the Historical 
Society was requested to make investigations and to report to this 
Conference some plan whereby real estate on or near the site of 
the old Jason Lee Mission be secured for the erection thereon of a 
suitable memorial to the pioneer Methodists. 

Closing.—The announcements were made, and the benediction 
was pronounced by A. N. Fisher. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Ati 2) Py M. the Centenary Round Table was opened, with C. A. 
Bowen, Executive Secretary of the Portland Area, in charge. 
After the singing of No. 408 and a season of prayer the chair- 
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man outlined the Centenary organization for the local churches. 
J. C. Spencer, on behalf of the special committee, presented the fol- 
lowing report, and resolutions which were adopted: 

Whereas, The World War summons the Church to unsual devo- 
tion and activity in preparation for the days of reconstruction fol- 
lowing the coming of peace, in order to make the world safe for 
democracy that democracy can be safe for the world; and, 


Whereas, The General Conference directed that the years 1918 
and 1919 be set aside for the observance of the celebration of the 
Centenary of the founding of our missionary work; and, 

Whereas, the Centenary is thus providentially timed to coincide 
with the great World War; and, 

Whereas, under the order of the General Conference, a World 
Program has been adopted which provides for placing our work at 
home and abroad upon a basis of higher efficiency in order that 
the Methodist Episcopal Church may do its full share in bringing 
in the Kingdom of Jesus Christ, therefore be it 

Resolved, first, That this Annual Conference strongly endorses 
the Centenary Movement and pledges its full co-operation. 

Second, That a Conference Centenary Council be and hereby 
is created, this Council to consist of the District Superintendents, 
and one pastor, and one or more laymen from each district. 

Third, That the District Superintendent be requested to take 
immediate steps to organize the District, Sub-district and Local 
Church Councils, in accordance with the action of the District 
Superintendents at the Columbus meeting. 

Fourth, That the Centenary Allotments, as handed down to the 
Districts, be at once heartily accepted by the Districts, and if possi- 
ble, that they be over-subscribed. 

Fifth, That all necessary arrangements be made by District 
Superintendents, pastors and the laity of the Church for the inten- 
sive period of ten days with which the campaign is to culminate, 
and that a day be designated by the National Campaign Committee 
and set aside in all our churches, this day to be known as World 
Program Sunday. We, therefore, recommend that on this day our 
pastors and people everywhere give themselves to prayer and to 
earnest consideration of the facts involved in building the World 
Program of American Methodism. 

Sixth, We especially commend the plans being made by the Joint 
Centenary Committee for deepening the spiritual life of the Church 
and for enrolling its members in Christian Stewardship, and we join 
in the prayer that this great Centenary Movement may result in an 
evangelistic awakening throughout the world. 

Seventh, We as pastors pledge ourselves to do our utmost to 
have our churches fully organized on the Centenary basis within 
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thirty days after we return from Conference, or as soon thereafter 
as possible.

At 4 P. M., the Bishop took the chair. 

Leave of Absence.—On motion of T .B. Ford, B. A. Bristol was 
granted a leave of absence for one year. 

Question 31.—“What are the claims on the Conference Funds?” 

The Conference Board of Stewards reported as follows: 

For annuity distribution, 1071 years, multipied by the Disciplinary 
rate of $14 per year, $14,994. For necessitous distribution, $334; 
total, $15,328.

Report.—J. T. Abbett read the annual report of M. B. Parouna- 
gian, Sunday School Missionary, and on his request, the Board of 
Sunday Schools and the District captains for teacher training were 
temporarily excused for the purpose of organizing. 

Greetings—On motion of J. T. Abbett, the Secretary was in- 
structed to convey to M .B. Parounagian an assurance of the sym- 
pathy of the Conference, and of our prayers for his speedy recovery. 

Reports.—F. B. Short reported for the committee on Temperance 
and on his motion, after an address by C. T. Wilson, the report 
was adopted. : '

iodicals, and on his motion it was adopted. 

Board of Sunday Schools.—J. T. Abbett reported that the Board 
of Sunday School had re-elected the same members and officers, 
and had added the name of J. Earl Else to the Board, and ap- 
pointed L. C. Poor, R. E. Myers, J. D. Cain, and M. T. Wire cap- 
tains of the teacher training drive for their respective districts. 

Report.—_F. W. Keagy read the report of the Committee on the 
Sanctity of the Sabbath, and on his motion it was adopted. 

Board of Stewards.—On the request of the Board of Stewards, 
and on motion of R. E. Myers, the Board was permitted to include 
the Sunday morning offering in their total receipts, and to mail 
the checks to the claimants after the close of Conference session. 

Commission on Pooling Traveling Expenses.—-S. A. Danford re- 
ported the pooling rate for traveling expenses as being $2.35, 
and on his motion a similar commission was raised for next year.

Askings.—On motion of W. W. Youngson, the askings from the 
Board of Home Missions and Church Extension, approved by the 
Bishop and Cabinet, were made the authorized askings of the Con- 
ference. 

Adjournment.—On motion of T. B. Ford, it was ordered that the 
time of final adjournment of the Conference be at the close of the 
Sunday evening session. 

Railroad Secretary—On motion of R. E. Myers, W. B. Moore 
was elected Railroad Secretary for next year. 

Boards and Committees.—W. W. Youngson presented the nomi- 
nations of the Cabinet for Boards and Standing Committees, and on 
his motion they were elected. 

Closing.—After announcements, the Conference joined in singing

TEMPERANCE. 


Future generations will look back upon that period between 1851 
and 1918 as the most far-reaching era of moral achievement of 
human history. From General Neal Dow, the source of our prohibi- 
tion activities, to Clarence True Wilson, the princely leader of 
prohibition and moral reform in the Methodist Episcopal Church for 
the whole world, are included 67 of the most persistent and faithful 
years of service on the part of the sober-loving folks of this nation. 
We have watched the working out of this wonderful reformation 
with personal astonishment; we -have known church members to 
refuse to support this movement because it could not receive the 
endorsement of their political leaders; we have seen its advocates 
cajoled and threatened, but we have beheld the fidelity of this 
modern band of Gideonites expressing their faith in: their works 
until the politician is now the greatest exponent of temperance, 
and a President of the United States of America has honored 
himself and blessed his countrymen by the signing of a bill that 
shall ere long assure us that our stainless dh shall soon float over 
a saloonless nation. 

It might be both well and profitable for us to remember that 
the first real “Bone Dry Law” had its origin right here in Oregon, 
and it might be just as interesting for us to know that the second 
state to adopt this radical measure was the oft regarded wicked 
State of Arizona. The western man has for a long time found 
real delight in the fact that he lived in a dry state, or in a state 
that was soon to go dry. Brethren, it seems almost too good to 
be true, and its almost too true to be good that this long hoped-for, 
prayed-for, and wept-for day is coming when our distilleries and 
breweries shall be turned into centers of profitable business and 
our saloons will become places of helpful merchandise, and the thou- 
sands now engaged in this business of untold and unteliable sorrows 
shall become a real part of the industrious fabric of the thation to 
the end that our government shall be able to assist in the most 
blessed event since the coming of Jesus to the earth, I mean making 
this world a safe place in which the weak and the struggling for 
life may have their rightful place and their needed help in their 
effort. War prohibition? Certainly,-we all believed in war prohibi- 
tion, and now that we are to have it, we propose that this nation 
shall never again become a rum-cursed nation. 

Alertness, preparation and statesmanship in this department of 
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our church activities are necessary. Down there in Washington, 
under the very shadow of our National Capitol, the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church owns a splendid site upon which it is proposed to 
erect a suitable building that shall be the home of our Board of 
Prohibition and Public Morals. That building ought to be completed 
at the earliest possible date. We dare not question the relation of 
our national representatives to the great moral problems that arise 
from time to time, but of this we are assured—they will be none the 
less favorable toward these problems if we are so we can watch 
them, and they will support them more courageously when we are 
so located that we can keep them informed of the great issues. 
Therefore, we recommend that this Conference shall in every possi- 
ble way assist our General Secretary, Dr. Wilson, in his efforts 
to complete this building by calling upon the various organizations 
of our churches to do their full share in. this most worthy under- 
taking. 


General Neal Dow, what of the night? There is seen the beau- 
tiful ray of Hope blushing upon the eastern sky. Frances Willard, 
Queen among the White Ribboners, what of the night? Two beau- 
tiful beams—Hope and Assurance—are lighting the sky until it 
would seem that the morning cometh. Brother Wilson, speaking for 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, tell me, What of the night? Hope, 
Assurance and Victory come ion’ July ist, 1919. Flash it from 
ocean to ocean; thunder it among the mountains, sound it forth 
from every church bell; sing it ye millions of redeemed, and in the 
midst of our rejoicings may we never fail to give all thanks unto 
Him to whom thanks belong. But how do we know that Victory 
cometh? Because fourteen states have already ratified the amend- 
ment to our national Constitution in favor of National Prohibition, 
and twenty-four others will vote upon this ratification amendment in 
January next, and before the final vote of the last state legislature 
of the nation is taken it will be decided for all time that America, 
the Good Samaritan among nations, is taking her rightful place 
in relation to the great moral issues of life. 


Your committee would also call attention to the unlimited dis- 
tribution of cigarettes and tobacco to our soldiers and sailors and 
would place this Conference upon record as being entirely against 
this practice, believing that it is not only needless but that iil 1G 
positively detrimental and injurious to both the morals and the 
physical efficiency of our splendid defenders of democracy and 
promoters of a new and higher type of civilization. We would 
further most kindly request all members of our churches to refrain 
from this iniquitous and destructive practice. :

MEMORIAL ADDRESS. 
By The Rey. Clarence True Wilson, D. D. 


Every year we thus gather around the altar and the cross at 
the opening of our Annual Conference to remind ourselves that this 
is not our continuing city, and that our appointments do not last. 
As soon as we have learned to do our work well we must stop. 
But never before have we had our memorial service under such 
outward circumstances; and we trust never again may we face such 
world conditions. The reaper death ceases to appall; for we are 
living under a rain of death. This list of casualties in our paper 
every morning looks like a mere row of names, but every name that 
is printed there is a thunderbolt to some home and to some breaking 
heart, and some of them represent flashes of grief breaking into 
many homes. On this side we lay our brethren away, but over 
there they slay them by the millions. Shall they live again? Does 
death end all? Can a German machine gun destroy a soul? 

When we hear of the heroic deeds, the valor that hesitates not 
to lay down a life, we wish we were there. For heroism is in our 
blood. But there are deeds as heroic and self-sacrificing, tasks as 
difficult and all consuming right here in our charges, and we cannot 
all go abroad. But nothing will justify our not going except 
sacrificing as many hours a day of a hero-born, martyr bred life- 
time work to meet the conditions that confront us here. It is a 
time of anxious hearts and longing inquiries and perplexed faith; 
but give us the twentieth century prophet who stands in a Meth- 
odist pulpit, whether of rosewood in a temple or of fir boards in a 
forest, and preaches such a full gospel, such a whole Bible, such 
a victorious faith as will set the intellectual firmament of American 
communities ablaze with these stars of Christian hope; God is, 
God cares, God loves, God comes. His son is on the throne of 
the nations. He separates them as a shepherd divides his sheep 
from his goats. He is putting down the mighty from their seats, 
and exalting them of low degree. He is ruling and over-ruling and 
will uncrown the kings, the emperors, the czars and the kaisers, and 
enthrone the common man, and make the nations live that care for 
His poor. The Holy Spirit is the executive of the God-head speaking 
to hearts of men. Immortal souls made in His image, redeemed by 
His blood, chartered by the breath of lives for an immortal voyage, 
are destined to live forever. Sickness can’t invade the soul. Our 
enemies’ big gun can’t strike it down. It will live on after every 
sun has dimmed its splendor, and every star has flickered out. 
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We have the remedy for death. Our Captain has the keys of 
Hades and the grave. Our Creator planned a better destiny than 
coffins for us. He opened the Kingdom of Heaven to all believers. 
“Now He that wrought us for this selfsame thing is God, who also 
hath given us the earnest of the spirit.” 

You loved these men who have gone out from us and, “Your 
heart shall live forever.” The immortality of the affections; the 
Holy Spirit witnessing to our deathless destiny: Jesus dying and 
rising above death, because it was not possible that He should be 
holden of it; these are the mountain peaks over which the Sun 
of Righteousness arises bringing life and immortality to light. 

O Christian ministers set the firmamental arch reverberating 
with our glad immortality! Let the bereaved parents, sisters, wives 
and children know that their dead have not died in vain; and that 
our dead live. From the nature of the soul, the spirit of faith 
and the teaching of revelation proclaim the truth that when the old 
soldier totters under his burden here and falls, he rises to a 
sublimer sphere, for God’s universe is more than one story high. 


“Death’s but a path that must be trod, 
If man would ever pass to God.” 


We do not mourn as those who have no hope for those who lay 
their burden down. Even the Grecian philosopher did not do that. 
Socrates reasoned it out that the soul is too big for the grave, the 
spirit too much like God to die. He saw the infinite capability of 
spiritual and moral development, and knew that such capacities 
meant something. He saw the inequalities of rewards and pun- 
ishments in this life, and knew that under the government of a 
just God much time was needed to work out His infinite will; for 
every man’s life is a plan of God’s. Plato took up the argument; 
and, as a thinker, he towers up next to St. Paul. But giving up 
certainty in despair he said, “I was born in ignorance. I have 
lived in trepidation. I die in uncertainty. O, thou Cause of causes, 
pity me,” and then concluded, “then we must wait until some God 
or some divine man come to teach us how to live and how to die.” 
Even old Job stretched out his weary hands and cried, “O, that 
I knew I might find Him, that I might approach even unto His 
seat.” But in despair, “There is no Daysman betwixt us that 
might lay hands upon us both.’ But there came a day when the 
shadow of a cross arose upon a lonely hill, and your Lord and 
mine with His bleeding hands lifted off our curse of sins, and the 
third morning with those same pierced hands lifted off our doubts 
and fears, as He came forward and wrote over the empty sepulcher, 
“I am the resurrection and the life. He who believeth in Me, tho he 


were dead, yet shall he live; and whosoever liveth and believeth 
in Me, shall never die.” 
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“O then what raptured greetings on heaven’s happy shore, 
What knitting sundered friendships up where partings are no 
more.” 


ALFRED A. BRITTAIN. 


Probably no member of this Conference has had a more varied 
and adventurous career than Alfred A. Brittian. He was born in 
1880 on an old English homestead of well to do parents. His home 
was one of culture and refinement and he was most carefully edu- 
cated until he was sixteen years of age, at which time he was 
apprenticed in the British navy. 

At the age of eighteen he was made a member of the royal 
escort of Great Britain serving as personal guard on board the 
yacht “Victoria anc Edward,” to the members of the English royal 
family. While serving in Mediterranean waters, the members of 
his ship’s crew were landed on one of the islands to prevent the 
massacre of Armenian Christians by the Turks. Many of his com- 
rades were either shot or poisoned, but to use his own expression, 
“Out of it all, the Lord delivered him,’ though he was very sick 
for a time. 

After partial recovery he was discharged from the navy, and 
came to America, where he followed various callings, both on land 
and sea. 

In a little Methodist Mission hall in Victoria, B. C., he was con- 
verted, and soon felt the call to preach. Through the good offices 
of Dr. S. S. Sulliger he was enabled to complete his education suffi- 
ciently to enter the Puget Sound Conference’, which he did in 1908. 
He was married in 1905 to Miss Hattie Spencer, and she has ever 
been the inspiration of his ministerial service. In Puget Sound 
Conference they served the charges of Buckley, Castle Rock, Pe Ell, 
Arlington, and Custer. In 1916 he transferred to this Conference 
in the hope that the change in climate would benefit Mrs. Brittain’s 
health, and was stationed at Sutherlin, moving to Yoncalla in the 
following year. Though he served the latter charge only two 
months yet he endeared himself greatly to the people. On Christmas 
day he was stricken with a low fever which he fought for several 
weeks. During this time he received telegraphic orders to report 
at Ft. Stevens for a physical examination for an Army Chaplaincy 
for which he had applied immediately on the entrance of the United 
States into the war. He went at once to the hospital at Roseburg, 
in the hope that complete rest and expert care would restore him. 

But it was not to be. After a heroic fight of three months, he 
died March 23. ‘The funeral was conducted at Yoncalla by Dr. 
Van Fossen, and his body was laid to rest at Bellingham, Washing- 
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ton. Besides his wife a nine year old daughter receives the sym- 
pathy of their friends in their bereavement. 

One cannot but feel that at the death of Brother Brittian, a life 
of peculiar attainments was cut off. He was a good singer, a fiery 
speaker, and a vigorous energetic worker.. He was a very earnest 
temperance worker in Washington and incurred the bitter hatred 
of the saloon men, becoming a target for blows and bullets. He 
was intensely militant and patriotic, and his great sorrow as he 
faced death was that he could not serve his country and God as a 
chaplain in the army. But he fought a good fight, he kept the 
faith, and has received the crown of righteousness from the hand 
of his Master. J. C. SPENCER. 


WILLIAM ROBERT FREDERICK BROWNE. 


William Robert Frederick Browne was born in London, England, 
July 6, 1866. His father was a surgeon physician and a member of 
the Church of England, in which his children received the customary 
religious training. Two of his uncles distinguished themselves in the 
English Church, one becoming Bishop of Winchester, the other 
Bishop Steer of Africa. While in England he attended school at 
Rugby ,after which he spent some time in France studying the 
French language. 

When William was seventeen years of age he migrated to 
Canada. About two years later his heart was warmed by Methodist 
fire, and he was converted and became a member of that Church. 
He attended the University until a disastrous fire cut short his 
college career. He was so zealous and devoted in his new life 
that he could not be contented with the ordinary forms of Church 
activity and soon was licensed to preach. 

Continuing his journey westward he moved next to Western 
Canada, where he entered into the active ministry. In Shell River, 
Saskatchewan, he met Mary Etta Tighe, who later became his wife, 
in 1894, Immediately afterward he came to North Dakota, where he 
was received on trial in that Conference during the same year. He 
was ordained a deacon under Bishop Charles McCabe in 1900, and 
three years later was ordained elder under Bishop Fitzgerald. In 
the North Dakota Conference he served as pastor of Edinburg, 
Dresden, Willow City, Ellendale, and Velva. He was transferred 
to the Oregon Conference in 1904, and was appointed. to Myrtle 
Point, which he served for one year, after which he served Coquille 
and Bandon one year, Marshfield two years, Drain two years, Esta- 
cada three years, Silverton two years, and Lents one year. He was 
highly esteemed by his brethren in the ministry, and served for 
several years on the Board of Examiners, and also on the Board 
of Conference Relations. Brother Browne was an accomplished 
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scholar, a clear thinker, and conscientious and systematic in his 
work. He was past master of the Masonic Lodge at Estacada. 

He began to decline in health while stationed at Estacada, and 
since that time there have been periods when he has been a great 
sufferer. During the last year of his ministry he accomplishd his 
work only under great difficulties, and many times stood in his 
pulpit when the people to whom he was preaching felt that at any 
hour he might fall at his post, for on the first day of the Confer- 
ence at Lebanon, September 26, 1916, he was stricken with paralysis, 
from which he never fully recovered. Although he did regain the 
use of his left arm and slight use of his limb, his body continued 
to grow weaker. He never lost hope, however, and he never com- 
plained. But his family and friends have known for some time that 
it would not be many days before he would receive his summons 
home. On the Monday preceding his death he was so weak that 
those who watched over him expected that he would depart any 
moment, and so lingered on the borderland until Sunday morning, 
November 11, at five minutes after seven, he left us to take his 
place for the first time among the members in the congregation of 
the Church Triumphant, 

Among those who most anxiously await the meeting of him 
again in the Heavenly Land are two brothers,—one in London and 
one in Vancouver, B. C., and three sisters in London. His imme- 
diate family are a wife ad four children; two boys, Morley and 
Cecil, twenty and eighteen years of age respectively, and two 
daughters, Grace, sixteen, and Mabel ten years of age. Funeral 
services were held Monday, November 12, at Lents, Ore., Rev. C. 
H. Hamilton having charge. The following brethren took part in the 
services: Dr. Joshua Stansfield, Rev. A. F. Lacy, Dr. T. W. Lane 
and Rey. F. M. Jasper. Interment was at the Mount Scott Ceme- 


tery. 


N. S. BUCKNER. 


N. S. Buckner was born on a farm near York, Clark County, Illi- 
nois, October 11, 1840. He received the rudiments of an education by 
attending a Subscription School three months per year between the 
ages of seven and fifteen. With the death of his mother when 
he was fourteen years old the boy was thrown largely upon his own 
resources—working on the farm and at the printer’s trade. 

Under the spell of the great excitement when Fort. Sumpter 
was fired on young Buckner enlisted in the twenty-first Illinois 
Infantry. After being mustered into the United States service he 
served until the close of the war under Colonel and later General 
U. S. Grant, taking part in the many battles directed by that de- 
termined commander. : 
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Being mustered out on July 1, 1865, the young soldier decided 
to enter the ranks of the militant Methodist ministry. He spent 
one year in school and then joined the Illinois Conference in 1866. 
In 1871 he married and in the same year transferred to the Colo- 
rado Conference, where he served five charges before transferring 
to the Kansas Conference where after serving three appointments 
he was made a presiding elder. His health failing him he came 
west, locating at Tacoma, and later removing to Madison Street 
Church, Seattle. After some years in Washington he was trans- 
ferred to the Oregon Conference and appointed to Ashland in 1893. 
Roseburg was his next and last charge. For several years he held 
a superannuary relation and then superannuated. 

The closing years of Dr. Buckner’s life were spent in California. 
He passed to his reward from his home in Pacific Grove, April 20, 
1918, leaving behind him his faithful wife and his two sons, Rev. 
Harry and Robert. 


ANNIE M. HILL SKIDMORE. 


“Thou shalt come to thy grave in a full age, like as a shock of 
corn cometh in in his season.” Never was this promise more beau- 
tifully fulfilled than in the quiet ripening and garnering of the 
richly fruitful life of Annie M. Hill Skidmore. Her cheery, thought- 
ful and modestly helpful life was an honor to God in the use of 
talents and opportunity which in all too many lives are as waste, 
untilled land. Her closing years were truly as the ripening of a 
golden harvest increasingly beautiful even as youthful freshness 
grows into set maturity. Her quiet conscious passing was as natural 
and as solemnly joyful as the gathering home of richly laden 
sheaves. 

The spirit which has now returned to the God who gave it took 
up its physical abode on August 9, 1846, at Charlestown, Massa- 
chusetts. Ten years later the little girl came west with her mother 
and a brother. After a residence of three years she was taken 
back east to appropriate the blessings of better educational oppor- 
tunities. Returning to Wilbur, Douglas County, Oregon, in 1867, she 
met and three years later married the young pioneer preacher, J. H. 
Skidmore. This sturdily faithful husband preceded her to a Chris- 
tian warrior’s reward less than two years ago, leaving with the 
companion of his self-sacrificing labors a heritage of beautiful 
memories. Every young man or woman who in this past year 
has been privileged to listen to her accounts of the joyousness of 
their forty-seven years together amidst the privations, anxieties and 
multitudenous labors of an itinerant preacher has gone out feeling 
that he had been standing on holy ground, where the master was 
saying anew that “if a man would save his life let him lose it.” 
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Mrs. Skidmore did not need to say that life’s highest joys come 
only to those who pay the price—you instinctively felt it in her 
presence. 

On May 2, 1916, we bore to its final resting place the body of 
the honored pioneer. His name had appeared on Conference rolls 
and in the columns of the press, church and secular. His deeds 
were observed and known of all men. On Monday, January 14, 
1918, there was dissolved the earthly tabernacle of one entitled to 
equal or greater honor. While he fought she prayed, when he 
suffered she yet more but always secretly lest any trace of dis- 
couragement cause him to lose heart. Her’s was ever the task of 
inspiring and sustaining her husband in every good work. She was 
one of the silent forces which made possible the great deeds of our 
fathers. All honor to her and to the few remaining heroines of her 
day. 

To her activities as a minister’s wife she added the responsibili- 
ties and cares of a mother. In love she bore four sons: Joseph and 
Henry, now residing in Omaha, Nebraska; Frederick Hansell of 
Pioneerville, Idaho; and Charles Evan, of Berkeley, Cal. To these 
and to her surviving sister, who so tenderly cared for her in her 
final illness, she will ever remain in memory as one. of God’s saints 
in whom He demonstrated anew the truth of the prophet’s promise 
to all who walk with God, “Behold at evening time ‘there shall be 
light.”
